Notes on Stamps of Norway 


HE first Norwegian postage 
stamps appeared under King 
Oscar I (1844-59), when Nor- 
way was united to Sweden— 
the first issues coming out in 
January of 1855. These did not bear 
the portrait of Oscar I; his likeness 
does not appear until 1856-7 issue. 

In 1859 King Charles XV. came to 
the throne (reigning to 1872), and 
stamps under his rule appeared in 
1863-66, but without portraits. Os- 
car II followed in 1872 (to 1905), and 
the first stamps under him appeared 
in 1871-75. The second Oscar’s like- 
ness is first shown on the issue for 
October, 1878. 

With the 1877-78 issue we find a 
currency change, so as to agree with 
that of Sweden, on the stamps. 

In 1905 came the independent king- 
dom of Norway. The union with 
Sweden was repealed October 26th, 
1905, and the Norwegians selected as 
their independent king, Haakon VII, 
on November 20, 1905. In this year 
appeared the first postage stamps for 
the independent state. Haakon VII 
is portrayed for the first time on 
August, 1907, postage issue. 

In 1914 appeared commemoratives 
of the 100th anniversary of the Nor- 
wegian government, the stamps show- 
ing in the design the constitutional 
assembly which is after a noted pic- 
ture by the artist Wergeland. 

In 1925 came the well known 
Amundsen Polar flight commemora- 
tives, the stamps showing a polar bear 
glancing up at a passing plane. Out- 
side of the 1914 issue no illustrations 
appear on previous Norwegian 
stamps; the June, 1927, series shows 
Akershus castle with a plane flying 
over it. 

The March, 1928, postage stamps 
are fascinating, offset printed for 
the Hendrik Ibsen centenary. Ibsen 
the writer is portrayed, which stamp 
may be said to be a “cultural” con- 
tribution of philately’s.

The April, 1929 stamps are also 
commemorative, of Niels Hendrik 
Abel, on his centenary. He is like- 
wise portrayed on these issues. He 
was, by the way, a noted mathemati- 
cian, dying in 1829. 

And then the 1930 postage stamps 
must not be overlooked; commemo- 
rating the 900th anniversary of the 
death of good Saint Olaf, who is the 





Norwegian patron saint as well as 
an early Norwegian king. 

Olaf’s chief fame lies in the fact 
that in the year A. D. 1015 he drove 
out of Norway both the Danish and 
the Swedish oppressors. He restored 
the unity and independence of his 
country—thus deserving deference on 
a postage stamp which is a fitting 
memorial to his memory. 





It is interesting to note that (1025) 
King Canute of Denmark and Eng- 
land (the Danes had conquered north- 
ern Briton) defeated Olaf and an- 
nexed Norway to the Danish-English 
crown under himself! Stamps of 
course do not hint this, at least from 
Norway. 








It was not until sometime later, 
under an illegitimate son of Olaf’s 
(Magnus) that the Norwegians under 
this son drove out the forces of 
Canute and re-established Norway. 

Thus do postage stamps lead us 
into historical researches and, while 
the philatelist is an embryo story- 
teller he may also become an amateur 
historian! Stamps then, are as in- 
structive as they are pleasing to col- 
lect, and we must not overlook the 
significance of the stampic designs.

Continuing our listings started 
some time ago, we now come to the 
1909 listed by Scott as Number 5. 
It was designed by Carl Wingate and 
was lithographed by Strobridge. 
Perforated 12 and has been found 
imperforate. The regular perforated 
copies are listed by Scott at 15¢ each. 
Some of these were overprinted with 
diagonal line in red, “New Hamp- 
shire” and are listed by Scott at $5.00. 
This price has always seemed rather 
high for these to the writer consider- 
ing that they are not excessively rare. 





1910 Red Cross 


The 1910 was designed by Mrs. 
Guion Thompson, perforated 12 and 
lithographed by Strobridge Litho- 
graphing Company of Cincinnati. 
From an artistic standpoint it is one 
of the worst of the Christmas seals. 
It is almost impossible to read the 
date 1910 which is at the base of the 
Red Cross, worked into the design. 
The design is very much overcrowded. 
Seott catalogs these as No. 6 at $5.00 
each. This price also seems out of 
reason to me.

office in Copenhagen. It is the cus- 
tom in Denmark, as in the States, 
that all people send greetings to ab- 
sent relatives and friends, and for 
that reason postal business increases 
overwhelmingly. 

Holboell, who had so many peculiar 
and excellent ideas, got this one: 
“That all these friendly thoughts at 
Christmas time—written on Christ- 
mas post cards—could also’ serve 
charitable purposes, if every card was 
charged a very small, and voluntary 
rate”. To serve this object he in- 
vented the Christmas seal.

It is not necessary to relate all the 
adversities and all the opposition met 
by Mr. Holboell before his idea was 
realized. Remember, this was some- 
thing quite new and untested, some- 
thing that only optimists and true 
benefactors could fathom, whereas the 
machinery of Civil Service—intel- 
ligible enough—could, practically 
speaking, only see obstacles and 
shrug their shoulders at what was 
unusual. 

Fortunately there was a statesman 
in the Danish post office service who 
was far-seeing and warm-hearted 
enough to accept Mr. Holboell’s idea. 
I refer to the late chief of the postal 
department, Mr. P. A. Jerichow. 

Thanks to the ardour of these two 
good men, the idea won through; and 
after official enquiries at all Danish 
post offices, there was obtained—so 
to speak—a unanimous promise from 
the authorities that they would sell 
Christmas seals at all post offices, 
and also give the assistance of all 
rural postmen. This was a promise 
for which the Danish postal service 
deserves much honor. 

Also in the choice and in the pro- 
duction of the first Christmas seal, 
there were great difficulties to over- 
come, and many circumstances to take 
into consideration. But here the well 


known lithographer, Mr. Alfred 
Jacobsen, helped with advice and 
action. 


At last, in 1904, the first Christ- 
mas seals appeared, and proved a 
great success. High and low, rich 
and poor, used the Christmas seals 
on their Christmas correspondence. 
Since then, the idea has been ex- 
tended, and used in many countries 
for the benefit of suffering human 
beings.

It is not necessary to relate all the 
adversities and all the opposition met 
by Mr. Holboell before his idea was 
realized. Remember, this was some- 
thing quite new and untested, some- 
thing that only optimists and true 
benefactors could fathom, whereas the 
machinery of Civil Service—intel- 
ligible enough —could, practically 
speaking, only see obstacles and 
shrug their shoulders at what was 
unusual. 

Fortunately there was a statesman 
in the Danish post office service who 
was far-seeing and warm-hearted 
enough to accept Mr. Holboell’s idea. 
I refer to the late chief of the postal 
department, Mr. P. A. Jerichow. 

Thanks to the ardour of these two 
good men, the idea won through; and 
after official enquiries at all Danish 
post offices, there was obtained—so 
to speak—a unanimous promise from 
the authorities that they would sell 
Christmas seals at all post offices, 
and also give the assistance of all 
rural postmen. This was a promise 
for which the Danish postal service 
deserves much honor. 

Also in the choice and in the pro- 
duction of the first Christmas seal, 
there were great difficulties to over- 
come, and many circumstances to take 
into consideration. But here the well 
known lithographer, Mr. Alfred 
Jacobsen, helped with advice and 
action. 

At last, in 1904, the first Christ- 
mas seals appeared, and proved a 
great success. High and low, rich 
and poor, used the Christmas seals 
on their Christmas correspondence. 
Since then, the idea has been ex- 
tended, and used in many countries 
for the benefit of suffering human 
beings.

IT WILL HELP 
YOUR CLUB 





In a letter anounc- 
ing the schedule of 
meetings for July 
and August, from the secretary of 
the Columbus Philatelic Club, the 
question is asked, “What has become 
of the General Collector”. The letter 
then points out the advantages to any 
club of having within its ranks a 
number of General collectors and 
Linn’s Weekly can heartily agree with 
the remark in this letter. 

An experience of nearly 35 years 
as a member of a local stamp club of 
one sort or another has firmly con- 
vinced your editor that nothing would 
do any club as much good as would a 
large number of general collectors to 
spring up in the club. 

The great variety of interest of the 
members of the average club are such 
that it is seldom that more than a few 
are interested in any single subject 
unless it be United States and we 
have always preached that collectors 
who want fun, pleasure, enjoyment, 
opportunity for research, etc., can get 
more of it in foreign countries than 
they can find in United States. 

The great extent to which United 
States varieties have been studied and 
exploited is such that the collector of 
small means has no chance to really 
get anywhere and make a name for 
himself as a collector or student of 
stamps. 

There are hundreds of opportunities 
in neglected foreign countries that 
hold forth wonderful possibilities for 
study. Perhaps the chief reason that 
more collectors do not follow up some 
of these fields is lack of ability on 
their part to do original research. 
Practically all U. S. Specialization is 


based on published works and articles 
and requires little original work by 
those who follow this line. 

This however, is getting away from 
the General Collecting idea with which 
we started this editorial. However, 
General Collecting would soon ac- 
quaint many with the possibilities of 
numerous foreign countries. 

The good that General Collecting 
would do your club would be that 
there would be a larger number of 
collectors who have a common inter- 
est and it is such common interest 
that makes any club a strong club. 

If you can encourage a dozen col- 
lectors in your club to purchase an In- 
ternational Junior Album and start a 
collection in this album and go at it 
seriously, you will soon have developed 
a group that will get more pleasure 
and enjoyment out of the club meet- 
ings than any other group in the club. 

The cost of a general collection to- 
day, need not be large. One of the 
greatest beauties of the general col- 
lection idea is that every other collec- 
tor will have duplicates which he can 
trade with fellow members. The ex- 
change of duplicates is one of the fin- 
est features of a club meeting. Through 
exchange alone, it will be possible for 
the general collector to build up a 
quite large collection and the personal 
contact with your fellow members will 
well repay you for the effort. 

Years ago, there was much more ex- 
changing among collectors than today. 
The chief reason for such a situation 
was that 30 years ago most collectors 
were general collectors and conse- 
quently, all collectors had duplicates 
which they could trade with other col- 
lectors. Much exchanging was done 
by mail. 

If you can revive that situation in 
your club it will be of vast value to 
your club.

We do not deem it advisable to print 
descriptions of these varieties with- 
out the stamps are submitted for 
our inspection for we know by ex- 
perience that many supposed va- 
rieties are not varieties but only 
defective prints, caused by poor ink- 
ing or for other reasons. Collectors 
who wish to report varieties must 
submit the specimens for verifica- 
tion.

I think 
some of the most interesting covers 
are those that have entered the Is- 
land via the Tin Can route. I have 
them from many countries. Covers 
used in the course of business and not 
prepared especially for collectors. 

You may be interested in knowing 
that the expedition to view the eclipse 
of the sun was purely a Navy ex- 
pedition. Covers mailed 21 Oct. 1930 
the day of the total eclipse are in- 
teresting and rather rare.
